Section I General Conditions 

I(i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1939-90 of Yen 370 million 
is Intended to be used for financing payments to Japanese 
Supplier, ft>r import of Five Fighting & Rescue Equipment 
and services necessary for the transportation thereof 1■> port 
of India, 

I(ii) The import licences should bo Issued for an aggregate 
amout not exceeding Y®n 407 million (CfF) in favour of the 
importer, anj should bear the superscription "Yen 370 million 
Japanese Grant Aid for 1989-90'h The licence code for the 
first and Second suffix will bo "S/JNA But no import licences 
is required for items covered under O.G.L. 

T(iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence except bank charges to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo which may be remitted through normal bank 
ing channels, Payment towards Indian Agent's Commission, 
if any, should be made in Indian rupees to the agents in India 
Such payments, however, will form part of the licence value 
and will, thereof, be charged to the licence. 

I(iv) The equipment should be procured only from Japan 
under this grant Aid. 

I(v) The import licences will bo issued on CIF basis with 
validity up to 31-3-1991.
